Ten Contractors 
Indicate Interest In| 
School Project

More than 10 general contractors and 50 
subcontractors may be preparing to file 
bids for the $11.72 million project to reno- 
vate and expand Andover’s secondary 
schools, the school building committee 
learned earlier this month 

William Mansell, project manager for 
the town, told the committee that 54 sub- 
contractors, 10 general contractors and 13 
landscape contractors had picked up the 
architect's specifications and drawings 
for the three-part project 


General contractors’ bids will be ac- 
cepted May 12, and subcontractors’, May 
5. The project was advertised during the 
last week of March. 

Describing the quality of the companies 
that have picked up specifications and 
drawings to date, Mansell reported that 
“six or seven of the generals are good 
ones."’ However, he noted that several 
large companies he had expected to bid on 
the project apparently are not planning to 
file bids, because they are currently in- 


‘All in all, the list of bidders is good 
he commented 

The manager added that he expects 
few more’ general and subcontractors t 
pick up the plans before the bidding deac 
line 
The school building committee sched- 
uled a May 21 meeting to discuss the bids; 
the contracts probably will not be awarded 
at that time. A May 7 meeting has also 
been tentatively scheduled so the commit 
tee can discuss the equipment budget 

Also in the works: Mansell and Dr 
Richard McGrail, project coordinator for 
the school administration, are preparing 
plans and cost estimates for a proposal to 
move school offices from the Stowe and 
Jackson Schools to Shawsheen School 
Stowe and Jackson will be razed this sum- 
mer to make way for new construction at 
Doherty, while the school committee re- 
cently voted to close Shawsheen to stu 
dents next year

The town’s plans called for simply re 
planing and resurfacing the street — a far 
less expensive procedure than reconstruc 


tion and Public Works Director Robert 


Because ‘‘no one should live in this town

The state is funding the remaining 25 
percent of the construction costs, while 
the town has spent $45,000 on engineering 
studies. It is not yet clear whether the 
town will have to fund additional engi 
neering studies for the reconstruction pro 
ject, the DPW director said 

Selectman Poore noted that the FHA 
decision appears to be ‘‘so inconsistent 
with what is happening in the federal gov 
ernment right now,” and said she hopes 
the issue is not ‘‘closed."’ 

The entire project for improving the 
traffic flow and appearance of the square 
has been in the planning stages for two 
years, and is scheduled for construction 
this summer

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Barn Museum To Open 


Cast-iron Cooking Ware 


Now that mild weather is at hand, the 
Barn Museum of the Andover Historical 
Society at 97 Main St., housed in a 1818 
structure, will have its first opening of the 
season on Sunday. May 4, from 2 to 4 
Admission on this day will be free and the 
public is invited to view hundreds of arti- 
facts revealing basic lifestyle in Andover 
during the 19th century 

As a result of the generosity of local 
donors and the foresight of past members 
of this historical society, our collection of 
articles revealing the work and lifestyle of 
our forefathers has great scope 

The visitor can see how food was pro- 
duced and prepared. how cloth and cloth- 

* ing were made at home, the hand tools 
used for building shelter and the devices 
employed for heating and lighting their 
houses long before the days of electricity 
Handmade cribs, cradles and baby car- 
riages suggest how children were cared 
for in the old days 

To understand the role of the numerous 
artifacts on display, it is necessary first to 
step back in history at least a century to 


Office Moves 


Effective April 25, the Massachusetts ot 
Elder Affairs office has moved from 110 
Tremont St. to 38 Chauncy St.. Boston, 
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the day when tools were operated by man 
power and most heavy equipment and 
goods were moved by ox or horse powe! 
This was a time when most residents were 
self-sufficient farmers not only producing 
their own food but also making their own 

lothing and sometimes building their own 
houses and barns. The family was as self 
sustaining a unit as possible, buying only 
what it could not produce 

Many of the artifacts in the barn mu 
seum have to do with the most basic need 
of life: food 

Food production is shown by plows and 
other field equipment. Milk processing is 
revealed by hand-operated cream separa 
tors and butter churns 

For farm animals used for power there 
are ox yokes, horseshoes, harness and 
bits 

The barn has a wealth of utensils used 
for food preparation and preservation 
apple parers, choppers and slicers, mor 
tars and pestles, cast iron kettles and of 
all kinds and sizes, tin ware, wooden 
bowls, crocks, jugs and jars 

The barn houses small flax and large 
wool spinning wheels for making yarn 
primitive sewing machines for making 
clothes, and articles for clothing mainte- 
nance such as boilers, wringers. baskets 
and irons for pressing 

Shown in the barn loft are shoemaking 
and shor repairing equipment including a 
cobbler’s bench 

If food and clothing are basic, so is 
shelter. The barn has a great assortment 
of woodworking tools such as wooden and 
metal bit braces. augers, wooden planes 
including tongue-and-groove, bow and 
cross cut saws used for lumber and for 
building construction. It also contains ex- 
amples of handmade hinges and hard- 
ware 

Once a house is built, it has to be heated 
and lighted. On display are numerous ker 
osene lamps and lanterns, candle molds 
and lanterns, even eariy matches. Also 
old cast-iron stoves, now undergoing a 
revival, foot-warming stones for use in 
carriages and in church and both copper 
and brass bed warmers 

Travel! is not overlooked in the collec 
tion. Shown are early bicycles including a 
1850 ‘bone crusher’ and, for winter use 
snow shoes and early skates 

Among the more exotic things on display 
in the barn are lighting equipment: a large 
1829 pumper used in Ballardvale for fight 
ing fires and two cannons used for fighting 
off the enemy in their day

This highly diversified assortment ol 
articles, shedding light on the lifestyle of 
19th-century Andover residents, exists be 
cause a few contemporaries were ded- 
icated to collecting, preserving and 
displaying these artifacts for their histori 
cal and educational value to the commun 
uly 

In 1968 the unclassified collection of 
items stored in the barn was repaired, 
catalogued. labelled, organized and dis- 
played largely through the work of George 
Glennie and the late Douglas Pitman, un- 
der the presidency of the late Dr. Charles 
Currier 

The barn was built for Deacon Amos 
Blanchard in 1818 at a cost of $320. It has 
hand-hewn beams held together by wooden 
pegs and the original hardware. Stan- 
chions and stalls are still visible. Except 
for the external surface. few changes have 
been made in the barn since it was first 
built over 160 years ago 

The Barn Museum will be open to the 
public until cold weather on Wednesday 
and Sunday afternoons from 2 to 4 for a 
nominal fee. But on opening day. Sunday, 
May 3. from 2 to 4. admission is free. The

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Chief Wants Lieutenants 


In this the year of Proposition 2'2, some 

wn officials are advocating that no new 
administrators be hired, favoring ‘more 
Indians and fewer chiefs,’’ But the police 
chief says he would rather have two lieu 
tenants than three patrolmen 

Police Chief James Johnson appeared 
before the selectmen Monday night to 
argue for the addition of at least one 
lieutenant to the police department budget 
that town meeting will act on in June 

During a previous session, the select 
men were leaning toward budgeting new 
patrolmen’s positions rather than lieuten 
ants, who would be supervisors: ‘‘! hear 
the townspeople saying that we need more 
patrolmen,’’ Selectman Jerry Silverman 
explained. ‘My reasoning is that we can 
get three patrolmen for the price of two 
lieutenants.” 

But the chief maintained that patrolmen 
out in the field should be supervised on 
every shift. The department's current 
staffing, with three lieutenants and fiv: 
sergeants, allows supervision for only 12 
out of 21 shifts per week.« 

The addition of two lieutenants would 
allow supervision and ‘consistency’ on all 
shifts, and ‘‘maximize the efficiency of 
the police department,’ Johnson told the 
board 

He added that the department has had 
one patrolman s position vacant since last 
July and has ‘‘done very well without it 
He suggested that that position be dropped 
from the budget in exchange for one lieu- 
tenant

Canoe Trips

It may not look like much, with cement 
block walls and a dearth of furniture. But 
a square yard of rug and someone to talk 
to can be just the right medicine when 
you're a. teenager in need 

And that’s what the Drop In Center at 
Andover High is all about: peers befriend 
ing peers, all day long 


The Center is sort of a ‘‘storefront’” for 
the Andover Peer Counseling Project 
which is on its way, U.S. Congress willing 
to becoming a model for other school 
systems across the country 

While the basic peer counseling concept 
is in its third year at Andover High, it took 
on a new look this year when it received a 
$76,000 Title IV-C grant from Uncle Sam 
It's what they call a ‘‘developer” grant, 
explains Acting Diréctor Bob Stern, and 
was to have continued for two more years 
This was fhe year to get the program 

really rolling...to make a very tangible 
product, says Stern. The next two years 
were to have been spent evaluating, test 
ing. writing and ‘packaging \ijt as a guide 
for others. (Stern is quick to note that the 
program ‘is still and always will be 
geared to the kids.. the amount of dollars 
we have just makes it a lot easier for the 
kids 

But the funding is in jeopardy now. he 
says. Ifthe new Congress goes along with 
the Reagan administration and cuts De- 
partment of Education Title [V-C monies 
by two-thirds, it’s gone 

While peer counseling is one of the prio 
rities of the Andover school administra 
tion, Stern goes on, it would be difficult 
under Prop. 22, to find the funds locally to 
maintain the peer counseling program as 
is. The services would have to be drasti- 

illy reduced, if not dropped entirely 


But the small staff Stern and Mimi 
Weisberg. a parttime director of outreach 
ervices, plus a backup of special needs 
Pople forges optimistically ahead with 
nany projects. including a letter-writing

Peer counseling itself begins with an 
intensive, 15-week Growth Experience 
Training (G.E.T.) - though Stern claims 
that “anyone who completes the training 
can get something out of it and many 
students, in addition to those who plan to 
be counselors, do. In fact, one out of 10 
Andover High students has been involved 
in the no-credit course so far 

Some 60 youths completed the first ses 
sion in February, and another 60 or so are 
meeting weekly now, in small groups dur 
ing their free school periods; this to be 
supplemented by some all-day seminars 
and finally. a weekend marathon session

claims one, while another has “‘learned to 
listen,” and still another, to ‘‘understand 
myself better.’ 

Lots of the kids. says Stern, have wanted 
to go through it all over again 


Those who choosegto become peer coun- 
selors go through self screening and then 
are evaluated by the staff. Depending on 
what area of the program they go into, 
they get more training and, wherever they 
serve. they are always supervised by the 
professional staff. Some of them are also 
given the extra responsibility of being 
“peer counselor administrators.’ 

There's no one type of kid who gets into

peer counseling, says Stern. This year 
there has been a soccer co-captain, a track 
co-captain, a football player, some theatre 
“stars.” kids from all facets of school life 

Generally, at least two peer counselors 
are on hand at the Drop In Center, which 
Stern describes as a ‘‘safe”’ place for 
students who might otherwise be lost in an 
adolescent haze of drugs, alcohol, insecu- 
rity or just plain loneliness. Some are 
referred there by teachers, administra- 
tors, adjustment counselors, while others 
come on their own. Somé have social ad- 
justment problems, others might have a 
learning disability or physical handicap; 
but no one is treated any differently than 
anyone else 

‘Every kind of individual comes here,’ 
Stern reiterates; here ‘‘they don't have to 
worry about being put down. They don't 
have to live up to the roles that are placed 
on them outside the room.’

Because the Center is easily accessible, 
right next to the cafeteria, many students 
bring their lunches, or show up during 
their free periods, for an average of 10 
kids at any given time, 7 a.m. to 2:30 p.m. 

Some youths have become more ‘‘regu- 
lar’’ than others, such as the Vietnamese 
boat youth who didn’t speak a word of 
English until she spent some time in the 
Center, and was taken out by peer counsel- 
ors and socialized into the school. 

P Peer counseling per se is not unique, 
says Stern. Other school systems offer 
one-to-one type programs, through drop in 
centers or hot lines. But it’s the ‘‘side-

The Big Brother/Big Sister Program 
About a dozen ‘‘matches’’ have been made 
this year, with an elementary or junior 
high student assigned to a peer counselor 
as sort of a role model. This is a year-long 
commitment, with most of the interaction 
taking place outside of sschool, ‘‘just 
spending time doing things with them.”’ 

Transition Groups —- The peer counsel- 
ors work with youngsters who have been 
identified as likely to have trouble adjust- 
ing to junior high from elementary school, 


or to high school from junior high. The - 


peer counselors attempt to ‘‘demystify”’ 
the experience-to-come, and walk the stu- 
dents around their new schools. These 
groups take place a few weeks before the 
end of the school year 

Cross Age Teaching (Peer Pressure 
Groups) — Peer counselors have appeared 
in most of the 5th grade and about half of 
the 6th grade classes, through the health 
program and Health Coordinator Brenda 
O’Brien. They lead rap sessions about 
things that are on the minds of pre-teens 
— and things like drugs and smoking that 
often result from peer pressure.

Volunteers Needed For Cancer Study 


Massachusetts is one of 10 states that 
will participate in a field trial of the 
American Cancer Society's second Cancer 
Prevention Study, according to harold 
Amos, Ph.D., president of the Society's 
Massachusetts Division. 

Volunteers are now being recruited to 
carry out the pilot study, which could lead 
to a nationwide study of one million Amer- 
icans, and whether or not their lifestyles 
relate to cancer. 

The first Cancer Prevention Study be- 
gan in 1959 and was followed-up yearly 
until 1964, and again in 1972. The largest 
human biological study ever undertaken of 
life and death, it included interviews by 
68,000 Solunteers with more than one mil- 
lion Americans. 

Data from this study was utilized in the 


analysis of more than 30 published papers 
in medical and scientific journals, and has 
provided important date for public health 
actions relating to cancer. The most im- 
portant finding was the establishment of a 
direct correlation between cigarette 
smoking and lung cancer, which became 
the bais for the Surgeon General's report 
on the subject in 1964 

‘Were it not for the strength of the 
Cancer Society's volunteer force, we could 
not have undertaken this study,’ said Dr 
Amos. ‘It would have been prohibitively 
expensive. 


A total of 25 volunteers from throughout 
Massachusetts will participate in the im- 
plementation of the new pilot study. Each 
volunteer wil! be asked to find 10 families

Coal Conversion Due 


At Salem Plant 


New England Electric has filed plans 
for the conversion of three generating 
units from oil burning to coal burning at 
its Salem Harbor Station in Salem 

If approval of the financing plan is 
granted by the Federal Energy Regulato- 
ry Commfssion (FERC), and if the Envi- 
ronmental Protection Agency (EPA) 
approves the conversion plan, the compa- 
ny could begin burning coal at Salem Har- 
bor by July 1, 1981 

This conversion to coal burning will 
provide an immediate yearly saving of 
two million barrels of oil and $12 million 
for the one million customers of New 
England Electric’s retail subsidiaries, 
Massachusetts Electric Company, Narra- 
gansett Electric Company in Rhode Island 
and Granite State Electric Company in 
New Hampshire 

When permanent conversion is com- 
pleted and paid for, the yearly saving for 
customers will increase to three million 
barrels of oil and $54 million per year 
(The dollar saving is based on the current 
price differential between oil and coal. ) 

New England Electric’s plan to convert 
Salem Harbor Station to coal burning has 
been endorsed by the governors of Massa- 
chusetts, Rhode Island and New Hamp- 
shire as well as by key energy officials in 
all three states 

In order for the company to begin burn- 
ing coal by July, the EPA would have to 
issue a delayed compliance order, under 
the Clean Air Act, which would allow coal 
burning on an interim basis until perma 
nent conversion is completed in 1985 

In addition, coal burning could not start 
until the FERC, which regulates the com 
pany s wholesale rates, approves New En- 
gland Electric's plan which calls for 
permanent conversion to be financed 
through an Oil Conversion Adjustment 


Under this plan, one-third of the saving 


would be passed directly to customers 
through the fuel adjustment clause, one 
third w ised by the con pany to pay 
for. th ent conversion, and ‘one 


third would go to the Internal Revenue 
Service to pay increased taxes. After the 
conversion has been completely paid for 
100 percent of the saving would be passed 
along to customers. This type of financing 
is being used to convert the Mt. Tom 
Station in Holyoke, Mass., in which New 
England Electric has a 38 percent share. 

During the interim coal burn, sulfur 
emission levels will be approximately 20 
percent less than with the oil now being 
burned, and the particular levels will be 
within the primary ambient air quality 
standards 

The $100 million permanent conversion 
involves the installation of additional envi- 
ronmental improvement equipment: Addi 
tional electrostatic precipitators to 
remove ash from the stack exhaust, a new 
450-foot stack, and a new ash handling 
system will be installed 


Two of, the units being converted have a 
capacity of 80 megawatts each, and the 
third unit has a capacity of 150 megawatts. 
When the conversion is complete, Salem 
Harbor Station will burn 700 thousand tons 
of coal per year 


New England Electric is already in the 
process of converting three generating 
units from oil burning to coal burning at 
its Brayton Point Station in Somerset, 
Mass. This project is scheduled for com- 
pletion later this year

For Town Meeting Action

Town Meeting 
Warrant 
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With farm land in Massachusetts slowly 
dwindling toward ‘‘zero,”’ town meeting 
will have a chance to save two Andover 
farms by voting in favor of two Conserva- 
tion Commission articles next month 

Commission members hope _ towns- 
people will vote to acquire the devel- 
opment rights to the Dargoonian farm in 
West Andover and, the commission's sec- 
ond priority, the rights to Turner Farm on 
South Main Street as well 

Under the state's Agricultural Preser- 
vation Restrictions Act, the state would 
share with the town the cost of acquiring 
the development rights to each farm. Once 
the state and town own those rights, the 
land could not be sold to developers, but 
only to farmers, and at’far less cost than 
developers could expect to pay 

But, Commission Chairman Robert Pus- 
tell told the selectmen Monday night, the 
state will not take action on either Andov 
er farm until the town ‘expresses its 
willingness to carry its share (of the 
cost)’ with a town meeting vote 

Andover is just one of many towns that 
have farms the state would like to help 
preserve, as developers continue to scoop 
up land. If Andover does not want to save 
its farms, the state will take its money 
elsewhere, Pustell warned. 

Commission member Dina Hammond 
added that, without the help of the state 
preservation act, ‘‘We will have zero agri- 
cultural land left in the state 

Both the state and commission mem- 
bers agree that the Dargoonian farm 
should be given first consideration be- 
cause it is ‘‘a working farm, it is produc- 
ing right now, and from the state’s point of 
view, it is of significance to the state’s 
agricultural production,’ Hammond said 

Although the state has not yet made a 
final appraisal of the farm, the town’s 
share of the development rights could add 
up to $20,000 to $50,000 — ten percent of the 
total value, Hammond said 

Pustell urged the selectmen to support 
the Dargoonian purchase, calling it the 
“more important” of the two farms 

However, the commission would also 
like to see the Turner farm, currently out 
of production, preserved and nurtured 
back into production, the chairman said 
But that farm is in more immediate dan+ 


A third conservation commission article 
calls for the acquisition of open space at 
the Pole Hill subdivision off Tewksbury 
Street from the T.D.J. Development 
Corp., in exchange for several parcels of 
town-owned land 

Selectman Susan Poore cautioned that 
the article should not be discussed publicly 
because it deals with acquisition and nego 
tiation 

Pustell and Hammond also lobbied for 
an article that would transfer $131,300 in 
1980 reimbursement funds from the town 
to the commission. They emphasized that 
without those funds, the commission 
would have no money to spend on either 
the Dargoonian or Turner farms. A pre 
vious town meeting vote restricts com 
mission funds to the purchase of land in 
the Fishbrook watershed, Hammond ex- 
plained 

If the town does want to see these 
farms preserved, they will have to appro- 
priate the money somewhere, because it’s 


not going to come out of thin air she 
Said 
But Selectman Donn Byrne said he 


wanted to discuss the article with the town 
manager before voting to support it or 
disapprove it

She explained that the state recently 
order a dozen percolation tests taken on 
the land to ‘‘show its value as developable 
land’’, and those tests showed the land to 
be ‘‘fantastically good. The health engi- 
neer said he had seldom seen such good 
land.’ 

Because the land is far better than any- 
one had expected, ‘‘It’s a new ballgame,” 
Hammond told the board. “It probably 
will be offered for building lots. The situa- 
tion is more urgent than it was.”’ 

The state has been asking the town to 
pay for half of the development rights to 
Turner Farm, no cost estimate has been 
given the town. But because the land now 
appears more attractive to developers, 
the state may be willing to charge the 
town less 

‘There may be more changes on this 
before town meeting,’ Hammond _indi- 
cated, ‘‘or it may be sold before town 
meeting.” 


Residents Say Cuba St.

Protect Our Park 


This takes the form of sort of an open letter to those 
who choose to congregate in such places as The Park at 
East Junior High School, or more particularly in front 
of Veterans Memorial Auditorium. 


An inspection of the area on any Monday morning will 
reveal the greatest collection of trash tossed about the 
grounds of any place in Andover. 

Amid the papers and other debris is a sufficient 
amount of empty beer bottles and cans to rival the 
refuse pickup which must normally follow a beer fest. 

The Park is not the prettiest sight for those who may 
be passing by on their way to work on Monday morning, 
or any morning for that matter. And, it’s hardly the 
greatest surroundings for the faculty and students at- 
tending East Junior High. 

To comment on the matter, one might suppose, would 
incur the wrath, of those who imsist the young are 
always being picked on. Also the hue and cry that young 
people today have no place to gather and meet. 

But, those responsible for leaving the park in the 
deplorable condition it is in week after week, need to be 
alerted to the mess they are leaving, and the funnelling 
of taxpayers money away from other, more important 
things, in order to clean up after their mess. 

At this time of year the public works department 
crews responsible for parks and playgrounds certainly 
have dozens of other more important duties to perform, 
but dutifully will fit in the cleanup of The Park some 
where along the line, simply because a thing of beauty 
becomes an eyesore to behold on a regular basis, and is 
in need of attention. 

We doubt that people would complain at all if the 
young people gathered in The Park and quietly enjoyed 
themselves during the evening. It would be a fine place 
to congregate, if they could be unobtrusive and a little 


more responsible about what happens there, rather than 
leaving mounds of trash which are disposed of in the 
course of an evening. 


Respect for public property doesn’t just stop at keep- 
ing a place free of the abundance of litter. 


Tearing up the grass with tires, as well as vandalism 
to the bandstand can also be placed at the feet of those 
who choose to make The Park their headquarters. 


The bandstand is a nostalgic piece of old Andover and 
is still used for summer concerts and the annual Fourth 
of July celebration. The town has spent money for 
repairs to the old structure over the years, just to retain 
a bit of the town’s historic past. 


But things like that don’t mean much when the young 
people set their minds in the direction of destruction. 
Some cf the stones have been removed along with other 
damage. 


It’s a disturbing state of affairs. 

The Park is a beautiful place, particularly at this time 
of year as the grass gets green, the trees sprout forth 
and the general atmosphere presents a rather peaceful 
New England setting to be enjoyed by all, either to 
view, or to stroll through. 


But don’t plan on any early morning stroils or pleas- 
ant sights, until such time as some of our young people 
begin to act more responsibly than they have in the 
past.

WASHINGTON -- It has 
been a month since Presi- 
dent Reagan and three oth- 
ers were shot outside a 
downtown Washington hotel. 
The president is back in the 
White House and it is now 
business-as-usual for the 
administration. 

But behind the scenes, the 
assassination attempt has 
set off some serious investi- 
gations into the security 
arrangements for the presi- 
dent and other high govern- 
ment officials. 

The Secret Service is the 
subject of two separate 
investigations. One of these, 
which has been publicly 
reported, is being conducted 
by the FBI. 

The other is an internal 
review by the Secret Service 
itself, and it is strictly confi- 
dential. Sources have told us 
that it is the most thorough 
look at the Secret Service's 
operations in many years. 

The point of the internal 
investigation, we should 
emphasize, is not to find 
fault with the agents on the 
scene of the assassination 
attempt. There has been no 
suggestion that they failed 
to act with the speed and 
heroism that have come to 
be expected of the presi- 
dent’s bodyguards. 

In fact, there is no doubt 
that the Secret Service 
agents saved President 
Reagan’s life. One of them 
deliberately put himself 


between the president and

own body. Another Secret 
Service agent shoved Presi- 
dent Reagan into the 
limousine and shielded him. 
He then noticed blood com- 
ing from the president’s 
mouth and realized he had 
been shot. The agent’s quick 
decision to head for the 
nearest hospital instead of 
the White House saved the 
president’s life. 

But the Secret Service 
wants to avoid the necessity 
for such split-second on-the- 
spot decisions. That’s the 
purpose of the internal 
investigation now going on. 

Agents who were at the 
scene of the assassination 
attempt are being ques- 
tioned in the most minute 
detail to see if there were 
any actions they might have 
taken to prevent the shoot- 
ing. In addition, we are told, 
the Secret Service's commu- 
nications system is being 
scrutinized closely to deter- 
mine if any equipment is 
faulty or obsolete. 

And finally, our sources 
say, the Secret Service's 
intelligence division is being 
given a thorough study to 
see if there is some way 
potential assassins can be 
identified more accurately 

Meanwhile, across town, 
the State Department's 
security agents are worried 
about protecting Secretary 
of State Alexander Haig. He 
was the target of an assassi- 
nation attempt when he was 
head of the North Atlantic 
Treaty Organization in 
Europe.

SYNFUEL FIASCO: Oil- 
men should be the last peo- 
ple entrusted with the task 
of finding a substitute for 
oil.

The federal government, 
however, is turning over bil- 
lions of dollars to big oil 
companies to develop syn- 
thetic fuels. This will permit 
them to remain in the ener- 
gy business after they have 
squeezed all the profit they 
can get from oil. Meanwhile, 
they are quite happy to 
spend the taxpayers’ money 
to experiment with synthetic 
fuels 

Several months ago, we 
reported on the first synfuel 
project -- which also hap- 
pens to be the biggest.

Now we have evidence 
that Gulf executives tried to 
hide the mess. In a private 
letter to Gulf, Rep. Toby 
Moffett, D-Conn., wrote: 
“Regrettably, my review of 
Gulf’s ... testimony before 
various Congressional com- 
mittees shows that Gulf has 


consistently misled the 97th . 


Congress on the true status 
of the project.” 

A General Accounting 
Office report also accuses 
Gulf Oil of failing to give the 
Energy Department the doc- 
uments it needs to check on 
the progress of the synfuel 
plant. And a Defense 
Department review criticiz- 
es Gulf’s procurement prac- 
tices. The Pentagon has 
found 11 major areas in 
which Gulf has failed to 
comply fully with govern- 
ment procurement regula- 
tions.

The Treasure of Concepcion an ex 
hibit of treasure and artifacts from a 17th 
century Spanish galleon wrecked off the 
coast of the Dominican Republic in 1641; 
over 350 years ago, will open at the New 
England Aquarium, Feb. 15 

The hosting of such an exhibit is a land 
mark for the aquarium. ‘‘The Lost Trea 
sure of the Concepcion” exhibit, valued at 
$1.5 million, will be housed in an especial 
ly constructed exhibit hall. The new exhib 
it hall is a permanent addition to the 
aquarium and will house other travelling 
exhibits in the future 

The Concepcion was the admiral’s ship 
in a fleet of Spanish galleons lost at sea on 
its return voyage to Spain from the New 
World. It was loaded to the gunwales with 
silver, some gold, gemstones and products 
native to the New World -- all originally 
meant for the King, the Church, noblemen 
and private merchants in Spain 

The Concepcion’s cache included long 
gold chains worn by wealthy noblemen and 
one of the finest ever recovered from the 


sea, five feet of exquisitely wrought 24 
Karat gold 

Like other 
silver was headed for Spain in bulk, coin 
age and worked silver. Silver and 
masses of fused coins, some weighing up 
to 95 pounds, are featured in the treasure 

Legendary pieces-of-eight abound in the 
collection, some bearing the date 1641 and 
marks which indicate the cities in which 
they were minted. Today, pieces-of-eight 
are valued not only for their silver con 
tent, but for their hostorical significance 
and numismatic worth 

From worked silver in the collection 
comes insight into the style to which in the 
17th century man of privilege was accus- 
tomed: silver candlesticks, snuffers, table 
settings, pitchers, sauce bowls, and wash 
basins found in the wreckage were used by 
captains on the ship. Even well-preserved 
forks, at that time a novelty in much of 
Europe but still used in France and Spain, 
make up the silver collection 

Other significant artifacts found in Con- 
cepeion’s wreckage included cochineal- 
stained jar fragments (cochineal is red 
dye made from the bodies of aphid-like 
insects which were roasted on metal plat-

Large earthenware jars carried pre- 
served foods. Square glass bottles with 
pewter screw tops set in wooden cases 
held strong spirits. Bones from pigs, cows, 
fowl and turtles are the remains of provi- 
sions taken aboard alive to be used as foo 
for the long journey. 

Even a silver gilt perfume vial reflects 
17th century life. Its purpose — to hold 
aromatic oils for use by those with sensa- 
tive noses to mask the sometimes over- 
powering odors on board ship. An

The MO District is intended to broaden Andover's range of housing opportuni- 
ties, while at the same time preserving natural anvenities and other elements 
of the existing landscape and remaining consistent with existing and planned 
service facilities and neighborhood character. To that end, it is intended that 
specific sites for multifamily development will be located where public water, 
Sanitary sewerage, streets, storm drainage systems, and schools can without 
unplanned public capital expenditure adequately service the development, and 
where such development will reinforce the existing pattern or business 
services 

Underlying District Requirements 

Any development within the MO District shall be subject to all otherwise 
applicable requirements of the underlying zoning district in which it is located 
except that, in addition to uses otherwise allowable, multifamily dwellings 
may be authorized on Special Permit from the Planning Board if in accordance 
with the following provisions

Multifamily Requirements 


a.) Location 
Town sanitary sewerage and water facilities must be adjacent to the site 
and of such capacity to serve the proposed multifamily development 
without public capita? expenditure to alter the Town sanitary sewerage and

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water facilities. For purposes of determining sewerage flow estimates, the 
Planning Board shall utilize the current Andover Board of Health Minimum 
Requirements for the Utilization of Sanitary Sewerage Systems. For 
purposes of determining water flow requirements, the Planning Board 
shall utilize a minimum flow of 2,000 gallons per minute (or such other 
higher amount consistent with that required by the Town of Andover fire 
rating classification). 
b.) Dimensional Requirements 
1) Lot dimensions. Minimum parcel size shall be 15 acres; maximum parcel 
size shall be 30 acres. Frontage requirement is same as underlying district 
requirement 


2) Yard depth. Front, side and rear yard depth requirements shall be a 
minimum of fifty feet (50') except that no multifamily dwelling shall be 
closer to any street or property line than twice its building height. 
Buildings containing multifamily dwellings on the same lot shall be 
separated by a minimum of thirty feet (30’) or as required by the 
Massachusetts State Building Code, whichever is greater. 

3) Height. No building shall exceed thirty-five feet (35’) in height nor two and 
one-half (2%) stories. 


4) Lot coverage. Maximum lot coverage including accessory buildings shall 
not exceed thirty percent (30%). 


5) Open Space. all land not designated for roads, minimum yard depth, areas 
for dwellings, or other development within the parcel shall be held for 
open space area. Open space shall be preserved for recreation or conser- 
vation and shall comprise not less than 40% of the parcel. Wetlands, as 
defined at M.G.L. Chapter 131, Section 40, shall comprise not more than 
50% of the open space. The open space shall be conveyed either to the 
Town of Andover and accepted by it for park or open space use, or to a 
non-profit organization the principal purpose of which is the conservation 
of open space, or to a corporation or trust owned or to be owned by the 
owners of the residentfal units within the development. In any case where 
the open space is not conveyed to the Town, all instruments creating the 
relevant corporation or trust shall be submitted to the Planning Board for 
its review and acceptance prior to the Board’s approval of the Special 
Permit. If a corporation or trust is utilized, ownership thereof shall pass 
with conveyances of the residential units. In any case where the open 
space is not conveyed to the Town, a restriction enforceable by the Town 
of Andover shall be recorded providing that such land shall be kept in an 
open or natural state and not be built upon or developed for accessory uses 
such as parking or roadway. Before approval of the Special Permit by the 
Planning Board, the developer shall declare which of the three options 
relative to ownership he will exercise, and such disposition shall be 
recorded as a restriction to the development plan. 


6) Accessory uses. Accessory uses shall require the approval of the Planning 
Board and shall be included in the plans and supporting materials required 
in subsection 4.

c.) Number of Units 
The Basic Number of dwelling units allowed on any parcel shall not exceed 
the number of single family dwelling lots into which the parcel could be 
divided pursuant to the requirements of the Zoning Bylaw and the Planning 
Board's Rules and Regulations Governing the Subdivision of Land. That 
‘Number shall, at the applicant’s expense, be determined by the Planning 
Board based upon a subdivision plan of land certified by a Registered Land 
Surveyor or a Registered Professional Engineer. 
An increase in the number of dwelling units over the Basic Number may be 
authorized by the Planning Board in accordance with the following criteria, 
but in no event shall the Board authorize more than a 200% increase over 
the Basic Number nor an increase to a number inconsistent with the 
findings of subsection 5. In addition, no increase to the Basic Number shall 
result in a density exceeding four (4) dwelling units per acre based on the 
total parcel acreage. For purposes of determining the increase over. the 
Basic Number, a fractional dwelling unit shall be dropped. 

1) ‘‘Affordable’’ Units. Add to the Basic Number a number equal to the ratio 
of ‘‘affordable’’ dwelling units* to the Basic Number of dwelling units, 
times the Basic Number. 


2) Unit size. Add to the Basic Number a number equal to 50% of the ratio of 
studio (efficiency) and one bedroom dwellipg units to the Basic Number of 
dwelling units, times the Basic Number. 

3) Open space and buffering. Add to the Basic Number a number equal to the 
percentage of parcel area reserved for open space in excess of the 40% 
minimum requirement, times the Basic Number.

d.) Design Requirements 
1) To minimize departure from the scale and visual characteristics of single 
family residential development: 

(a) there shall be no more than eight(8) dwelling units in a single struc- 
ture: 

(b) no more than two (2) dwelling units shall be served from a single 
building entrance; 

(c) the development plan shall preserve the existing vegetation and, where 
necessary utilize landscape techniques to minimize the visibility of the 
site for persons passing it or overlooking it from nearby properties 

2) To avoid light overspill, no buildings shall be floodlit; outdoor lighting 
fixtures shall be mounted no higher than 15 feet, oriented and shielded to 
avoid glare on adjoining premises; and plantings or other screening shal! 
be used to block headlight glare from drives and parking lots onto 
adjoining premises. 

3) To avoid traffic conflict, any egress serving 24 or more dwelling units 
shall have at least 250’ visibility in each travel direction, and be separated 
from all other driveways or intersecting streéts by at least 150 feet 


4) At least two off-street parking spaces shall be provided for each dwelling 


unit having two or more bedrooms, and at least one parking space for each 
dwelling unit having féwer bedrooms. 

5) Interior circulation and utilities shall provide service functionally equiva- 
lent to that assured individual lots under the Planning Board’s Subdivision 
Regulations in effect at the time of Special Permit application. 


4. Special Permit Application Requirements 


a 


The application to the Planning Board for a Special Permit under this section 

shall be accompanied by the following plans and supporting materials. 

a) Plan of the tract showing existing topography at 2 foot contour intervals, 
wetlands, vegetative cover, soils, existing streets and structures within and 
contiguous to the tract; 


b) Where a subdivision of land is involved, a preliminary subdivision plan, 
which may be combined with the plan required under the preceding par- 
agraph,; 

c) Site development plans showing the proposed grading of the tract at 2 foot 
contour intervals and the proposed locations, dimensions, materials and 
types of construction of streets, drives, parking areas, walks, paved areas, 
utilities, open space, planting, screening, landscaping, and other im- 
provements, and the locations and outlines of proposed buildings and 
accessory uses; 


d) Preliminary architectural drawings for building plans including typical 
floor plans, elevations, and sections. 


e) A tabulation of proposed buildings by type, size (number of rooms, floor 
area), ground coverage, and summary showing the percentages of the tract 
to be occupied by buildings, parking and other paved vehicular areas, and 
the amount of open space; . ; 

f) Such other information as the Board may require to substantiate a decision 
to permit an increase in the Basic Number of dwelling units or to substan- 
tiate a decision as outlined in subsection 5 below. 

Decision 


In deciding on a Special Permit for Multifamily dwellings, the following 
criteria shall be used by the Planning Board rather than those specified at 
Section VIII.C.2. Such Special Permit may be granted if the Board determines 
that the proposal would further the following Town interests (as they may be 
applicable) : 

a) Town water facilities are available to the site and of such capacity to 
provide a minimum flow of 2,000 gallons per minute (or such other higher 
amount consistent with that required by the Town of Andover fire rating 
classification) so as to ensure adequate fire protection without public 
capital expenditure; 


b) Town sanitary sewerage facilities are available to the site and of such 
capacity to provide an adequate means of sewage disposal pursuant to 
current Andover Board of Health requirements and the Town Master 
Sanitary Sewer Pian without public capital expenditure; 

c) Stormwater runoff from development of the proposed site will not increase 
downstream flows or storm drainage facilities are available to the site and 
of sufficient capacity to accommodate the increased flow pursuant to the 
Town Master Drainage Plan without public capital expenditure; 


d) Town transportation facilities are available to the site and of such capacity 
to accommodate projected traffic flows and transportation demands with- 
out public capital expenditure; 


e) Town school facilities are of such capacity to accommodate projected 
school-aged persons without public capital expenditure; 

f) Development of the site must preserve the landscape of the open space in its 
natural state insofar as practicable by minimizing tree removal and grade 
changes. Development of the site, where appropriate, must promote such 
natural features of the parcel as waterbodies, wetlands, hills, slopes. 
wooded areas and unique geological, botanical, and ecological.areas or 
features. The development must also preserve, where appropriate, buildings 
of architectural or historic significance; 


g) Based upon current Town-wide building activity and approved development 
proposals, the ratio of single family dwellings to multifamily dwellings is 
projected not to exceed approximately 3:1 during the projected devel- 
opment and construction period of the proposal: 

h) The Planning Board may, in appropriate cases, impose additional restric- 


tions consistent with this Bylaw as a condition(s) to granting a Special 
Permit. 


. Amendment and Revision 


a) Amendment 
The Planning Board, upon application by the developer and after a public 
hearing, may amend a Special Permit previously granted, but only in 
accordance with the standards hereinbefore set out. 

b) Revision 
Subsequent to a Special Permit granted by the Planning Board under the 
provisions of this section and where applicable, the approval of a definitive 
subdivision plan by the Planning Board, minor departures from plans as 
approved may be P ven from time to time in accordance with applicable 
laws, bylaws, and* regulations, but the development under such Special! 
Permit shall otherwise be in accordance with the submission accompanying 
the developer's application for a Special Permit, except as modified by the 
decision of the Planing Board. The developer shall notify in advance the 
Planning Board of any such revision. If the Planning Board determines such 
revisions not to be minor, it shall order a hearing as provided above.

4) At least two off-street parking spaces shall be provided for each dwelling 
unit having two or more bedrooms, and at least one parking space for each 
dwelling unit having fewer bedrooms. 

5) Interior circulation and utilities shall provide service functionally equiva- 
lent to that assured individual lots under the Planning Board’s Subdivision 
Regulations in effect at the time of Special Permit application 


4. Special Permit Application Requirements 


The application to the Planning Board for a Special Permit under this section 

shall be accompanied by the following plans and supporting materials. 

a) Plan of the tract showing existing topography at 2 foot contour intervals, 
wetlands, vegetative cover, soils, existing streets and structures within and 
contiguous to the tract; 


b) Where a subdivision of land is involved, a preliminary subdivision plan, 
which may be combined with the plan required under the preceding \par- 
agraph; 

c) Site development plans showing the proposed grading of the tract at 2 foot 
contour intervals and the proposed locations, dimensions, materials and 
types of construction of streets, drives, parking areas, walks, paved areas 
utilities, open space, planting, screening, landscaping, and other im- 
provements, and the locations and outlines of proposed buildings ,and 
accessory uses; 

d}Preliminary architectural drawings for building plans including typical 
floor plans, elevations, and sections. 

e) A tabulation of proposed buildings by type, size (number of rooms, floor 
area), ground coverage, and summary showing the percentages of the tract 
to be occupied by buildings, parking and other paved vehicular areas, and 
the amount of open space; 

f) Such other information as the Board may require to substantiate a decision 
to permit an increase in the Basic Numiber of dwelling units or to substan- 
tiate a decision as outlined in subsectior. 5 below. 


5. Decision 


In deciding on a Special Permit for Multifamily dwellings, the following 
criteria shall be used by the Planning Board rather than those specified at 
Section VIII.C.2. Such Special Permit may be granted if the Board determines 
that the proposal would further the following Town interests (as they ma¥ be 
applicable) : 

a) Town water facilities are available to the site and of such capacity to 
provide a minimum flow of 2,000 gallons per minute (or such other higher 
amount consistent with that required by the Town of Andover fire rating 
classification) so as to ensure adequate fire protection without public 
capital expenditure; 

b) Town sanitary sewerage facilities are available to the site and of such 
capacity to provide an adequate means of sewage disposal pursuant to 
current Andover Board of Health requirements and the Town Master 
Sanitary Sewer Plan without public capital expenditure; 


c) Stormwater runoff from development of the proposed site will not increase 
downstream flows or storm drainage facilities are available to the site and 
of sufficient capacity to accommodate the increased flow pursuant to the 
Town Master Drainage Plan without public capital expenditure; 

d) Town transportation facilities are available to the site and of such capatity 
to accommodate projected traffic flows and transportation demands with- 
out public capital expenditure; 


e) Town school facilities are of such capacity to accommodate projected 
school-aged persons without public capital expenditure, 

f) Development of the site must preserve the landscape of the open space in its 
natural state insofar as practicable by minimizing tree removal and grade 
changes. Development of the site, where appropriate, must promote such 
natural features of the parcel as waterbodies, wetlands, hills, slopes 
wooded areas and unique geological, botanical, and ecological areas or 
features. The development must also preserve, where appropriate, buildings 
of architectural or historic significance 

g) Based upon current Town-wide building activity and approved development 
proposals, the ratio of single family dwellings to multifamily dwellings is 
projected not to exceed approximately 3:1 during the projected devel- 
opment and construction period of the proposal: 

h) The Planning Board may, in appropriate cases, impose additional restric 
tions consistent with this Bylaw as a condition(s) to granting a Special 
Permit. 


6. Amendment and Revision 


a) Amendment 
The Planning Board, upon application by the developer and after a public 
hearing, may amend a Special Permit previously granted, but only in 
accordance with the standards hereinbefore set out 


b) Revision 
Subsequent to a Special Permit granted by the Planning Board under the 
provisions of this section and where applicable, the approval of a definitive 
subdivision plan by the Planning Board, minor departures from plans as 


approved may be made from time to time in accordance with applicable 
laws, bylaws, and regulations, but the development under such Special 
Permit shall otherwise be in accordance with the submission accompanying 
the developer's application for a Special Permit, except as modified by the 
decision of the Planning Board. The developer shall notify in advance the 
Planning Board of any such revision. If the Planning Board determines suct 
revisions not to be minor, it shall order a hearing as provided above

In the lawsuit, they 
claim that Gillette has discriminated against blacks in 
hiring, job promotions, firigg and other employment

Gillette has denied these claims. It states that 
blacks are treated fairly by Gillette, that it hires 
qualified blacks and that its employment practices do 
not keep blacks from obtaining better jobs 

The Court has not yet decided whether the claims of 
Mr. Brown, Mr. Jones and Mr. Lewis are correct. Mr 
Brown, Mr. Jones and Mr. Lewis. who are the plain- 
tiffs in this case, are using Gillette not only for them- 
selves but also on behalf of all blacks who may have 
been discriminated against by Gillette since July, 1973 
This group is called a ‘class’. The lawsuit which Mr 
Brown, Mr. Jones and Mr. Lewis have brought is 
called a ‘class action” 

If you are in one of the groups described below, you 
are a member of the class. If Mr. Brown, Mr. Jones 
and Mr. Lewis win their case against Gillette they 
may be entitled to a Court order which will require 
Gillette to change some of its employment practices 
Also, members of the class may have the right to 
recover money from Gillette or to obtain a better job 
at Gillette if they can show that Gillette has discrimi- 
nated against them 

Those who are members of the class include: 

1. All blacks who now work for Gillette in Massachu- 
settS:

If you 
decide to be represented by the plaintiffs and their 
lawyers and the plaintiffs win. you may have the right 
to recover money from Gillette or to obtain a better 
job at Gillette. If the Court orders Gillette to change 
its employment practices. you will have the right to 
enforce the Court's order on your own behalf 

If Gillette wins the case. then you are bound by the 
decision of the Court and cannot bring your own law- 
suit claiming class-wide racial discrimination.
